When the Boston elementary school 
teachers’ bill is freached in the Senate 
calendar today it is expected that a sub- 
stitute bill, a compromise between the 
present bill and the so-called Montague 
bill, will be presented. 

The substitute measure does away with 
the referendum feature and the manda- 


| tory clause in the present bill and places 


the amount of money to be appropriated 
‘for increasing the teachers salaries at

floor behind to the top and fastened 


at the sides, but left loose above and” 


down the front. The front should have 
buttonholes to go over pegs at the side. 

When the pan is filled with water 
the duck should rest in it, so that the 
water will flow by capillarity to the 
floor. Very little should actually reach 
the floor, because most of it should be 
the air. This method 
will keep the temperature inside the 
box considerably cooler than that out- 
side. If it is also set in a cool place 
so much the better.

PURPOSES OF THE 
NEWLY ORGANIZED 
NATIONAL CITY CO 


NEW YORK Handicapped by the na: 
tional banking laws. which limit the ac- 
tivities of national banks. and prohibit 
the making of certain classes of invest- 
ments, the directors of the National (: ity 
Bank, known as the Standard Oil bank, 
are going into business for themselves in 
the recently. organized 310,000,000 Na- 
tional City Company. 

dhe national banking laws and the 
courts of the country generally have 
ruled against operators in miscellaneous 
stoeks by national banks and they have 
ruled specifically against the acquisition 
and holding by one national hank of 
stock in another national bank. 

The National City Company is to be 
under the control of three trustees, who 
must be officers or directors of the Na- 
tional City Bank. The present trustees 
are James Stillman, chairman of the 
National City board; Frank A. Vanderlip, 
its president, and Stephen S. Palmer, a 
director. The new concern will immedi- 
ately take over a large part of the bank 
stocks now held by the National City and 
much of its bonds and stocks. These can 
then be dealt in when the market is 
favorable without awkward interference 
by national bank officials. 

The chief field of the new concern will 
be financing new enterprises and ex- 
tending aid to those already organized. 
There is more money in this than any 
branch of the banking business, but it 
is the line watched the closest by the 
national bank examiners. Féaring no 
interference from Washington the Na- 
tional City Company will furnish needed 
funds to the large railroad and indus- 
trial enterprises. 

It will also be possible for the com- 
pany to prevent the building of rail- 
roads or the formation of companies, 
which are not sure to be revenue pro- 
ducers, inasmuch as through its financial 
connections it will be able to prevent 
other capitalists extending the aid which 
it refused. 

Wall street also pointed out today 
that the new company may go a step 
further and prevent the building of new 
railroads or the establishment of com- 
peting industrial concerns that might 
“cut down the dividends of existing cor- 
porations.” 

That the persons connected with the 
organization the company feel 
sure of its ground is shown by the ex- 
planation given for the organization of 
the corporation, which is to be a close 
one dominated entirely by the National 
City Bank stockholders. It says: 

“The company is formed for the 
purpose in part of transacting for its 
certain lines of profitable busi- 
often transacted by 
bankers, not expressly included 
within the corporate powers of national 
banks.

JUNE TRAFFIC OF 


WESTEAN RAILWAYS 
MAY SHOW GAINS 


Comparison With Business of 
Year Ago Expected to In- 
dicate Good Results From 
Expense Reduction 


LOOKING TO CROPS 


CHICAGO—June traffic of leading 
western railroads fell slightly behind the 
May level with some exceptions, as usual, 
but the comparison in most cases should 
show relatively larger gains over a year 
ago, or smaller decreases, and net earn- 
ings should be even more fayorable as the 
transportation ‘reins have been drawn 
more and more tightly each month. 
Eastbound tonnage continues much 
heavier than westbound tonnage but 
there has been an appreciable improve- 
ment in industrial distrivution for sev- 
eral weeks. The managers expect this 
improvement to become more marked the 
next few weeks if crop conditions con- 
tinue favorable. 

The railroads enter their new 
year with as fine prospects for freight 
between midsummer and early winter as 
they ever had. Business is improving 
and the crop situation as a whole is sat- 
isfactory. 

Much is about revival of rail- 
road interest in retail and equipment 
markets, and it is striking, but no pro- 
longed activity of that kind need be ex- 
pected until the margin between gross 
and net earnings again falls within the 
line of safety, no matter how receptive 
the bond market may be to new financ- 
ing. The only other known handicap in 
the way of prosperity is politics. 

Steel companies are encouraged over 
arrival of many belated inquiries and or- 
ders, and are speeding up and increasing 
active capacity all around. They find 
inquiries quickly converted into orders, 
which often are larger than in- 
quiries would indicate. Consumers are 
creating new emplovment and giving sta- 
bility to the price list. The industry 1s 
not yet back ‘to the February-March 
level, but should work upward rapidly 
the next few weeks or at least before 
the end of September. 

The coal trade and general iudustry 
have been benefited noticeably, although 
the local coal situation is again badly 
demoralized. 

If corn and spring wheat turn out as 
well as they promise to, there will be 
more traflic than the railroads can handle 
during the fall. The grain rush begins 
southwest about the middle of July and 
continues until October, when the north-

CORONATION EVENING 


From the South of England to 
North of Scotland and on 
Hundreds of Irish Hills 
Beacons Blazed Merrily 


LONDON. ENCIRCLED 


Rockets Soar in Splendor 
as I'lames Form Chain and 
Great Magnesium Star Is 


Over Buckingham Palace 


(Special to the Monitor) 
LONDON—The signal for the illu- 
mination of the entire United Kingdom 


was given at 10 o’clock on the night fol- 


lowing the coronation. At this hour 
Master Mark Antony Asquith, the 
premier’s youngest son, telephoned 
from Downing street to the Festival of 
_.|Empire at the Crystal Palace. His mes- 
sage gave the signal for the lighting up 
of the entire country. 

From the south of England to the 
north of Seotland and from hundreds 
of Irish hills, beacon fires blazed forth 
simultaneously in celebration of the 
crowning of the King. London was en- 
tirely surrounded by a chain of fire. It 
would be difficult to say exactly how 
many beacon fires were lighted, but to 
give 3000 as the number would be to go 
below the mark. 

In Cornwall 68 bonfires were blazing, 
in Devonshire long lines of light passed 
from hill to hill, while right through gal- 
lant little Wales and along its rugged 
coast line they flashed from Penarth head 
to Tenby. and Cader Idris 
were crowned With light; the Malvern 
Hills were ablaze from point to point. 

The south coast was brilliantly illumi- 
nated, fires burning on every hill and cliff 
between Westgage and Brighton and 
right along in an unbroken chain to the 
westernmost point of Cornwall. Through 
the midlands the lines could be followed 
starting from Wales through Warwick- 
shire straight across to the east. coast. 

Yorkshire took up the tale and lighted 
over 100 great fires. Magnificent beacons 
streamed up from Flamborough Head, 
Pickering Beacon and Whitby. Rushing 
on from Yorkshire northward, and touch- 
ing the highest peaks in the lake coun- 
try, fires leaped forth all through 
Northumberland and Berwick and on in 
undiminished grandeur to Scotland. Here 
they passed over the Clyde and blazed 
out all over the western highlands. Ire- 
land and the Isle of Man were no less 
active, for in Cavan alone 86 great fires 
were alight. 

Rockets were sent up from almost 
every point es the chain of fire linked 
itself round the entire islands, and even 
above Buckingham palace a huge mag- 
nesium star arose which had been fired 
from an electric button inside which one 
of the young princes had pressed. 

Bonfires have from early time been 
England’s way of warning her people of 
invasion, therefore bonfires were lighted 
round her coast when the Spanish Ar- 
mada came in sight. It may well be 
said of the night of the 23rd of June, as 
it was said of that night that the "time 
of slumber was as bright, as busy as day.”

between the latter city and Boston. Some of the coaches of fifty 
vears ago were lighter than the ordinary street car of today. The 
“TT” rail was a great step torward, and the passenger agents made 
the most of it, as they did of all the innovations and improvements 
in railroading that markedsthe ‘70s and succeeding decades. The 
posters did not fail to lay all necessary stress upon the sleeping car 
and then, as time went on, upon the hotel car, which was a day 
coach, a diner and a sleeper combined. That a line was “steel 
railed” was a fact worth at least a six-inch block letter in red. 
And when the airbrake was introduced the roads that first succeeded 
in obtaining the equipment literally put all the other lines to shame. 
Of course, there came the age of the “palatial” and the “sumptuous” 
Pullman and dining coaches and then the vestibule. Everybody 
can remember how the “‘vestibuled train’ was advertised, and how 
the press agent played upon the word “solid” in treating it descrip- 
tively, So swiftly did the improvements come along that the intro- 
duction of gas and then of electric lighting was hardly noticed, 
while steam heating was taken as .a matter of course. 

All the transitions in transportation during recent years have 
been easy. Little noise, for example, has been caused by the intro- 
duction of the latest and one of the most important of all. Every 
private and railway car shop in the country is now turning out 
all-steel cars. The Pennsylvania and New York Central lines have 
been running all-steel trains for some time past. This newspaper 
mentioned editorially a short time ago the great satisfaction in the 
Southwest occasioned by the Missouri Pacific’s move toward steel 
trains. This week the Illinois Central is running for the first time 
its “daylight special” between Chicago and St. Louis in complete 
steel equipment. Other lines are preparing for the introduction ‘of

IN CELEBRATING the event which brought 
independence to their country a hundred 
South _ years ago, under the leadership of Bolivar, 
Venezuelans quite naturally look back to the 
time when for a short period their country, 
with Colombia, Ecuador, Peru and Bolivia, 
was united under the great South American 
liberator. In doing honor to the man or 
men who launched them on their career of 
greater political freedom, the people of the 
republic quite generally take serious account of the federation talk 
now rife. Mindful of their individual struggles, conscious of -the 
fact that much might have been avoided had there been a better 
understanding among them, it 1s not to be doubted that each of 
the five countnes mentioned in connection with the union looks to 
the future with hope uppermost that real stability shall be theirs. 

The state department at \Washington may not stand behind 
the movement for a South American federation, but, if semi-official 
utterances are worth considering, it is apparent that the United 
States, rather than oppose such a step, will sanction it after it 
is once accomplished. A federation such as it is said is under con- 
templation would have an area two thirds as large as Brazil. Size 
frequently makes for respect, and there would be less difficulty 
convincing one government that a certain policy is against its best 
interests than where five nations would have to be dealt with. This 
is not to say that the United States would act as supervisor over 
all Latin America, but it has at least been shown on several occa- 
sions that where the advice of this country has been asked it has 
been given in good faith with beneficial result. 

Wiser than another Latin-American ruler who has been great 
within man’s memory, Bolivar, although chosen perpetual President, 
resigned the dictatorship when the last Spanish soldier left the 
country in 1825. Then came the separation of the union, and each 
of the five states went her own way. It will undoubtedly take a 
strong man once more to bring the countries into a federation that 
shall last, but since the desire seems to be present it is not impossible 
that the experience of the past will point the way. The Venezuelan 
celebration may be the beginning of a new era with a greater Ven- 
ezuela, Colombia, Peru, Ecuador or Bolivia, as the case. may be, 
making ready for a lasting unity.

or properly measure all of the circumstances that combine to bring 
about results at the polls. Those nearer the scene of action, who 
move in its atmosphere and are familiar with all of its side issues 
and side lights, can, as a rule, convey a more intelligent understand- 
ing of the situation. For this reason it is worth while to compare 
the views advanced by the Newark Evening News with those that 
have already been: presented to our readers, at least with regard 
to a few important points. 

We find that the reasons for the defeat in three cities are put 
down as practically identical. The Republican and the Democratic 
machines and the liquor interests united in the fight against the 
commission system. Their object in doing so, we are told, is plain. 
They feared that the adoption of the Walsh commission act would 
weaken their influence. They correctly held, it is declared, that the 
centralizing of responsibility would inevitably compel the municipal 
authorities to look to the people instead of to special and partizan 
interests in the shaping of their course of action. 

All this is well understood, but our Newark contemporary 1s 
no more satisfied than are we that these combined forces could have 
accomplished their purpose “had they not been given the assistance 
of many voters not in sympathy with the object of the organized 
opposition. Some of these citizens voted against the change because 
they were afraid of radicalism. Still others helped in the defeat 
by failure to vote because they were in doubt as to the desirability 
of departing from long established precedent.” 

We are in thorough agreement with the Evening News that 
all this goes to show the need of education in New Jersey munic- 
ipalities with regard to commission government? Indeed, if com- 
mission government is to gain a secure foothold in the East it must 
be through the application of methods quite different from those 
cimployed in that state. Commission government is neither a dragnet 
nor a cure-all. It will not raise the morals of a community higher 
than their source. It will not of itself elevate the standard of official 
efficiency. It is not an automatic process of municipal government. 
It is not a socialistic experiment. It does not stand for fads or 
frills. Plainly, it is a device for the simplification of municipal 
administration, but it will not work satisfactorily unless it is worked 
satisfactorily by the people. The Dallas Daily News has epitomized 
the whole matter in the statement that the commission plan affords 
the people the best opportunity for good government that has ever 
been presented them. This is all that it does. When New Jersey 
municipalities know more about it they will think better of it.
